Ill nurses blame building 


Health minister says 
he sympathizes with 
VG hospital workers

Wheezing and hacking their way 
through sentences, three health-care 
workers from the Victoria General 
hospital came to the legislature yes¬ 
terday to tell the health minister how 
the building is making them sick. 

"Four months ago I contracted 
pneumonia and I have never been 
able to get really better since," Jan¬ 
ice Fougere, a personal support

worker in the transitional care unit 
on the fourth floor of the Centennial 
building, told reporters before meet¬ 
ing with the minister. 

Her voice cracking, she said she's 
had tests, X-rays and has been on a 
variety of medications for her con¬ 
dition but nothing seems to help. 

Fougere and her two colleagues, 
also suffering from severe respira¬ 
tory illnesses, said the disrepair of 


the building is the cause. 

It's been at the centre of contro¬ 
versy over the past few years. 

Operating rooms have closed due 
to leaks in the ceiling; patients and 
family members have complained 
about poor air quality; legionella, a 
bacteria that causes pneumonia, has 
been found in the water pipes; and 
patients say flies swarm the rooms. 

Joan Jessome, president of the 
union representing the health-care 
workers, said the women are the 
most seriously ill among employees 
working in units 4a and 4b of the 
building, but they're not the only 
sick ones. 

"There are at least another 25 


staff that are experiencing various 
degrees of what these ladies are 
going through," she said. 

Health Minister Chris d'En- 
tremont agreed there are problems 
with the building. 

"What you need to do to the facil¬ 
ity — in my mind — is blow it up," 
he said. 

But there's nowhere to put the 60 
or so seniors residing in the unit, 
d'Entremont said. He said he sym¬ 
pathizes with Fougere and her col¬ 
leagues and hopes to have a new 
home for at least the residents of 
units 4a and 4b within the next 
three to six months.

Electronics 
recycling 
‘tax grab' 

Tories make millions 
from your old TVs, 
laptops, Grits say

The government is making money 
off the province's electronics recy¬ 
cling program through taxes and a 
Liberal MLA says this is just another 
example of a Tory "tax grab." 

Fees the manufacturer charges 
upfront for recycling things like old 
computers and televisions are taxed. 

Keith Colwell says the govern¬ 
ment will make millions from this. 

"That's why the provincial rev¬ 
enues have gone so high in the last 
few years," he said. "They keep tax¬ 
ing every little thing." 

At the beginning of February, the 
province introduced the Atlantic 
Canada Electronics Stewardship, a 
program for manufacturers to recy¬ 
cle electronics.The environmental 
fee for a laptop is $5, but a big screen 
television can cost upwards of $40 
or $45. The goods and services tax 
is calculated on the entire price of 
the product, so eight per cent of a 
$45 recycling fee on a large screen 
TV or $3.60, goes to the federal gov¬ 
ernment and a portion of that is 
passed down to the province. 

Environment Minister Mark Par¬ 
ent said the program is "industry-led" 
and the manufacturers made the de¬ 
cision to tax the environmental fee.

"People in the 55 and over 
category are less likely to be 


working. They see it, and they 
say 'that's going to put my 
taxes up, and I don't have the 
ability to pay for that'," Mills 
said. 

A study prepared for the 
Halifax-Dartmouth Bridge 
Commission and released in 
late March suggested HRM 
will need a third harbour 
crossing by 2016. It would 
cost between $1.1 billion and 
$1.4 billion. 

CRA surveyed 401 adults 
between May 2 and 12. Re¬ 
sults are considered accurate 
to within 4.9 percentage 
points, 95 times out of 100.

A harbour makeover 


Kelly says plans 
in place to make 
harbour water safe

By the end of the year you 
could be swimming in Hali¬ 
fax Harbour without that 
itchy rash. 

Tests show the Harbour 
Solutions Project could make 
the harbour water safe to 
swim in the coming months, 
revealed Mayor Peter Kelly 
yesterday in his annual State 
of the Municipality Address 
at the Westin Hotel. 

"We hope to see people 
swimming at Black Rock 
Beach and at the Dingle this 
year," said Kelly. "That's 
something we can all be 
proud of." 

Kelly said the $333 million 
project, which involves 
building wastewater treat¬ 
ment plants in Dartmouth 
and Herring Gove, has al¬ 
ready led to improved water 
quality. 

Kelly's speech also pre¬ 
sented rosy economic figures 
— a 3,600-person increase in 
average employment and the 
8th best growth in the coun¬ 


try behind seven Western 
Canadian cities. 

His speech 
didn't address 
details of the re¬ 
port on violence 
to be released 
today. The re¬ 
port is the re¬ 
sult of several 
roundtables 
held throughout the past 
year, sparked by the murder 
of United States sailor 


Damon Crooks outside an Ar- 
gyle Street bar in November 
of 2006.

Pilot survives 
rough landing 


70-year-old man 
ends up in trees 
after engine fails

A 70-year-old man whose 
plane crashed into trees 
near Berwick yesterday 
walked away with barely a 
scratch. 

The Ma- 
hone Bay 

man, who has 
about 45 
years of fly¬ 
ing experi¬ 
ence, ran into 
trouble 
shortly after 
taking off 

from a nearby 
farmland 
used as an airstrip. It was 
the first voyage for the light 
single-engine plane. 

When the plane reached 
about 500 feet the engine 
quit, forcing the pilot to 
land, Kings RCMP 

spokesman Const. Les 
Kakonyi said. 

"He attempted to land the 
plane, however lost control 
just short of the runway, 
which caused the plane to 


crash into a stand of trees," 
Kakonyi said. "It's currently 
still in the trees, but he was 
able to get out of the plane 
on his own steam." 

Police say the pilot, who 
was the sole occupant, has 
"minimal injuries" and was 
treated at the scene by para¬ 
medics, but didn't have to be 
transported to hospital. 

"Obviously his experience 
resulted in him not receiving 
serious in- 
jury," 
Kakonyi said. 
"He missed 
the runway, 
but landed in 
such a way 
that it was 
minimal 
damage to 
himself and 
to the plane." 

Police say it's not known 
what caused the engine to 
cut out. 

Kakonyi said police noti¬ 
fied the Transportation 
Safety Board has also been 
notified about the crash and 
also reported fuel leakage, 
which was mostly cleaned 
up by the local fire depart¬ 
ment, to the Environment 
Department.

The annual general meet¬ 
ing of the Tatamagouche Vil¬ 
lage Commission 

unanimously voted to raise 
rates that will increase rev¬ 
enue by $26,000 to purchase 
a new tractor, to save capital 
and to offer greater financial 
assistance to the Tatam¬ 
agouche Fire Department. 

"The fire department 
grant has increased from 
$3,067 to just over $15,000," 


said commission chair¬ 
woman, Susan Weatherbie. 

The grant will increase by 
one cent in each of the two 
consecutive years reaching 8 
cents per $100 of assessed 
property value for the 
budget year 2010/2011. 

Weatherbie said the over¬ 
all increased tax rate from 
23 cents per $100 of as¬ 
sessed property value to 34 
cents, coincided with a re¬ 
duction of the municipal fire 
hydrant tax rate by about 17 
cents per $100 of assessed 
property value and the sav¬ 
ings should be passed along 
to the fire department to 
help offset their expenses.

Fuelling a downturn 


Gas costs keeping 
U.S. visitors away, 
B&B owner says

Ever-climbing gas prices have 
fewer visitors coming to 
Canada and the Nova Scotia 
tourism industry bracing for a 
possible downturn. 

"I'd be very surprised if 
everyone in the tourism in¬ 
dustry isn't holding their 
breath to see how things are 
going to turn out," said Mike 
Kmley, owner of Bepperberry 
Bed & Breakfast in Halifax. 
Kinley says they're not just 


worried about fewer trav¬ 
ellers, but across-the-board 
cost increases. 

"It's not just that higher oil 
costs makes flying more ex¬ 
pensive and makes gas more 
expensive, it affects the whole 
economy," said Kinley. 'And 
those costs are going to be 
passed onto us in totally dif¬ 
ferent ways." 

He said the costs tend to af¬ 
fect American visitors, while 
Canadian and European trav¬ 
ellers have stayed constant. 

A recent Statistics Canada 
report backs that up. This 
March was the fifth straight 
month to set a record low in 
visitors to Canada. 

Strangely, Nova Scotia has 


seen the opposite trend so far. 
Visitors from the U.S. are up 
25 per cent, while domestic 
visitors are down nine per 
cent, according to the Depart¬ 
ment of Tourism. 

But department spokes¬ 
woman Wendy Barnable said 
the first-quarter sample size is 
small and she expects the 
numbers to fall in line with 
national trends. 

One bright spot for local 
tourism operators is the cruise 
ship market. The Halifax Port 
Authority expects 131 vessels 
to bring 215,000 to 220,000 
cruise ship passengers to 
Nova Scotia this year—an in¬ 
crease of about 40,000 people.

"Everyone else was scared 
half to death," said the 12- 
year-old about her two sib¬ 
lings. "It just happened so fast 
that I knew I had to do it." 

The Grade 6 student was 
honoured yesterday at Sam- 
bro Elementary by Emer¬ 
gency Health Services 
paramedics for successfully 
delivering her baby brother, 
Chace Allen Berry on the night 
of April 1. 

Her mom, Brandi Naugler, 
said her water had broken and 
it was evident that her hus¬ 
band wasn't going to get home 
fast enough from work during 
the snowstorm that night. So 
she woke up Breanna and 
they called 911. 

"It's not every day you 
have a baby on the floor," 
Naugler said. "It's not as if we 
knew what to do." 

Dispatcher Sean Murphy 


gave Breanna, who her mom 
calls the "mother hen of the 
house," step-by-step instruc¬ 
tions. 

"She just started pushing 
and I'm like 'Mom, please 
don't push.' She's like 'Well I 
have to,'" Breanna said. 

Naugler said her daughter 
took control, throwing out 
commands to her siblings to 
get towels and blankets. 

The hardest part, Breanna 
said, was catching her baby

brother. 

"I was nervous, but I was 
like 'Just catch him.

Breanna wiped his mouth 
and swaddled him in blankets.

Games facility causes uproar 


Clayton Park group

Olympic lawsuit 
targets VANOC

Four female ski jumpers said 
yesterday they had no choice 
but to take the Vancouver Or¬ 
ganizing Committee to court 
to get their sport, for which 
men can compete, into the 
2010 Games. 

The suit's claimants, nine 
women from seven countries, 
including Canada's Marie- 
Pierre Morin, said excluding 
them is tantamount to dis¬ 
crimination. 

Lindsey Van, an American 
plaintiff, said the fight should 
have been over years ago. 

"It's 2008," she said. "It's 
very frustrating." 

Deedee Corradini, presi¬ 
dent of Women's Ski Jumping 
USA, said they've tried every 
other avenue to get the sport 


into the 2010 program. 

"This is the time and 
place," she said. "This issue 
isn't going." 

Ross Clark, with Davis LLP 
the firm representing the 
claimants, said VANOC, not 
the IOC, is being sued because 
it receives government fund¬ 
ing. 


"Because it is carrying out 
government policy to put on 
and host a successful Games 
it is subject to the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms, which prohibits dis¬ 
crimination based on gender." 

VANOC CEO John Furlong 
said he's not in a position to 
comment on the case. 


"It's entirely the IOC's ju¬ 
risdiction to decide what's in 
the program," he said. 

Yesterday the IOC said the 
decision was made two years 
ago to exclude women's 
jumping because of a lack of 
international appeal, major 
competitions and not enough 
competitive athletes.

High costs could 
force millions into 
hunger: Reports 


basic rights threatened? 


A dramatic rise in global prices threatens the basic 
human right to food and may undermine others like 
health and education, UN High Commissioner for 
Human Rights Louise Arbour said yesterday.

High food prices are here to 
stay for the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture, potentially forcing mil¬ 
lions more people into 
hunger, two reports from the 
United Nations and the 
OECD showed yesterday. 

A surge in commodity 
prices in the last year was 


not a blip and prices will re¬ 
main at or above current 
levels for at least the next 
decade as some of the main 
underpinning factors — de¬ 
mand for a richer diet, the 
rise of biofuels and high oil 
prices — will remain, one of 


the reports said. 

In a 10-year look-ahead at 
likely food price scenarios, to 
be published next week, the 
FAO and the Organization for 
Economic Co-operation and 
Development saw no return 
to pre-crisis levels. 


"On average over the com¬ 
ing 10-year period, nominal 
prices for cereals, rice and 
oilseeds are expected to be 
35 per cent to 65 per cent 
higher than on average in the 
past 10 years," said a sum¬ 
mary of the Agricultural 
Outlook report seen by 
Reuters. 

"Prices in real terms are 
projected to be 10 per cent to 
35 per cent higher than in 
the past decade." reuters

The 2008 Atlantic hurricane 
season will be active with as 
many as nine hurricanes ex¬ 
pected to form, U.S. govern¬ 
ment forecasters predicted 
yesterday. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
forecast 12 to 16 named 
storms this season, with six 
to nine developing into hur¬ 
ricanes. Two to five could be 
major ones of Category 3 or 
higher with winds above 110 
miles per hour, the agency 
said in its annual forecast. 

NOAA said there was a 60 
to 70 per cent probability of 
its prediction being accurate, 
the first time the agency has 
issued a probability with its 
forecast. It follows the last 
two years when NOAA called 
for active hurricane seasons 
only to see little or no impact 
on the United States. 

NOAA cited warm ocean 
water, favourable atmos¬ 
pheric conditions and the 
impact from La Nina in 
making its forecast of an ac¬ 
tive season. The hurricane 
season officially starts on 
June 1 and typically peaks 
between late August and 
mid-October. reuters

Deadline trades were 
key to playoff run: GM 

The Detroit Red Wings can be counted 
among the Stanley Cup contenders just 
about every year. 

The Pittsburgh Penguins didn't be¬ 
come true Stanley Cup contenders 
until Feb. 26, just before 3 p.m. It was 
trade deadline day, when the Penguins 
acquired sniper Marian Hossa, along 
with forward Pascal Dupuis and de¬ 
fenceman Hal Gill. 

It was a day for jittery general man¬ 
agers to wear their best poker faces 
and find out if they had the guts to 
make the bold move. Penguins GM Ray 
Shero had been feeling out Thrashers 
GM Don Waddell since the all-star 
game in Atlanta, but had given up hope 
of landing Hossa. 

"That morning, at 10 o'clock, we 
didn't have anything going," said Shero. 
"By 3 p.m., when all the deals fell into 
place, it was satisfying and nerve-rack¬ 
ing all at the same time. 

"Looking back to Feb. 26, it's how 


our team came together. Those guys 
have really helped us. Looking back, it 
feels good." 

If trade deadline deals are judged by 
a team's success, then Shero may soon 
be hailed a genius if the Pens beat De¬ 
troit for the Stanley Cup, which begins 
tomorrow night in Motown. 


The Red Wings made only one move 
that day, bringing in veteran defence- 
man Brad Stuart. GM Ken Holland was 
happy with a team that was dominat¬ 
ing the league and would go on to fin¬ 
ish first overall. The Wings were built 
on savvy drafting, patient develop¬ 
ment and the odd free agent acquisi¬ 


tion. 

The Penguins, by contrast, fast-for¬ 
warded themselves into contention 
when Shero made that bold move just 
minutes before the deadline. He sur¬ 
rendered Erik Christensen, Colby Arm¬ 
strong, prospect Angelo Esposito and a 
first-round pick for Hossa and Dupuis. 
Shero had already acquired Gill from 
the Leafs for two draft picks. 

Hossa, a sniper on Sidney Crosby's 
right wing, has dispelled the ghosts 
that haunted his past playoff appear¬ 
ances. Dupuis is a solid two-way 
player, Gill a stay-at-home blue-liner. 

In acquiring the trio of veterans, the 
message sent to the dressing room was 
as important as the new players. 

"That day we said, 'We could win 
this year. They're not waiting,'" de¬ 
fenceman Ryan Whitney recalled. 
"People talked about our team as a 
team that could win it in two or three 
years, and all of a sudden, we get Hossa 
and Hal Gill and Dupuis, and you say, 
All right, we're going for it this year. 
The time is now.'"

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Cattrall needed

THE STARS of 
Sex And The City can final¬ 
ly put four years of specu¬ 
lation behind them. 

A big screen adaptation 
of their hit 1998-2004 tele¬ 
vision show is finally set to 
strut its way into theatres, 
returning Carrie, Saman¬ 
tha, Charlotte and Miran¬ 
da to their legions of 
Manolo Blahnik-wearing, 
Cosmopolitan-drinking 
fans. 

But that long march into 
the feature film limelight 
came with its fair share of 
trials and tribulations. 
Namely, tabloid specula¬ 


tion that Canadian star 
Kim Cattrall, who reprises 
her role as the seductive 
and sex-obsessed Saman¬ 
tha Jones in the film, was 
the cast hold-out delaying 
production on the film.

VETERAN CANA¬ 
DIAN TELEVISION director 
Kari Skogland has tamed a 
beast that has conquered 
many young Canuck stu¬ 
dents with her adaptation 
of the classic Margaret Lau¬ 
rence novel The Stone 
Angel. 

The book, dissected by 
youngsters in English class¬ 
es from coast to coast as 
part of school curriculums 
for years, has been finely 
translated to the big screen 
by screenwriter-director 
Skogland, whose passion 
for Laurence’s 1964 master- 
work is obvious. For those 
who weren’t required to 
read the book in high 
school. The Stone Angel 
traces the life of 94 -year-old 
Hagar Currie Shipley (30 
Days’ Ellen Burstyn) as she’s 


about to be sent to live in a 
nursing home by her son 
Marvin (Spider-Man 3 ’s 
Dylan Baker) and daughter- 
in-law Doris (The Day After 
Tomorrow’s Sheila Mc¬ 
Carthy). 

Hagar manages to escape 
her nursing home fate by 
heading out on the lam, all 
the while recalling details 
from her past - her numer¬ 
ous lapses in judgment, her 
failed relationship with her 
husband Bram (The Break- 
Up’s Cole Hauser) and con¬ 
flicted relationship with 
her sons, to name but a few. 

By the end of her jour¬ 
ney, Hagar manages to find 
closure with Marvin in 
what can only be described 
as a sweeping meditation 
on aging and death that 
will surely force many audi¬ 
ence members to begin 
pondering their own mor¬ 
tality. 

This is all made possible 
by Slcogland’s adherence to 
the source material and her 
fine direction. Canadian ac¬ 
tress Christine Horne does 


a fine job portraying the 
young, enigmatic Hagar, 
while Hauser and Baker are 
fantastic as Bram and Mar¬ 
vin, respectively. 

But in the end it’s Acade¬ 
my Award-winner Ellen 
Burstyn who injects life 
Hagar Shipley, bringing her 
rambunctious personality, 
her foibles and her seem¬ 
ingly indefatigable spirit to 
the fore in a performance 
that could easily earn her a 
seventh Oscar nomination. 

Burstyn carefully crafts 
her version of Hagar with 
an eye to preserving her 
character’s often prickly na¬ 
ture, her knack for repress¬ 
ing deep-seated emotions 


and her inability to deal 
with a secret that has 
haunted her for most of her 
adult life. 

Skogland, Burstyn and a 
fine cast of supporting play¬ 
ers have successfully done 
justice to Laurence’s book, 
largely avoiding the mis¬ 
takes that so many film¬ 
makers encounter when 
trying to adapt epic novels 
for the big screen.

Critics mostly 
cheer return of 
Indiana Jones 

ndiana Jones returns 19 
years after his last ad¬ 
venture, and early reac¬ 
tion suggests the majority 
of Cannes film festival’s no¬ 
toriously picky critics are 
happy the whip-wielding 
archaeologist is back. 

Harrison Ford reprises his 
most famous role in Indi¬ 
ana Jones and the Kingdom 
of the Crystal Skull, a high- 
octane fantasy set in the 
1950s when Jones no longer 
faces Nazis but a KGB agent 
after the ultimate Cold War 
weapon — mind control. 

There are plenty of jokes 
about 65-year-old Ford’s

age, and he reunites with 
Karen Allen, co-star in the 
first Indiana Jones movie, 
Raiders of the Lost Ark, re¬ 
leased in 1981. 

“Not as easy as it used to 
be,” Jones mutters early on. 

His young sidekick, Mutt 
Williams, played by Shia 
LaBeouf, at one point blunt¬ 
ly asks: “What are you, like 
80?,” and there are strong 
hints he will take over the 
mantle from Ford. 

Australian actress Cate 
Blanchett, with severe 
fringe, dark hair and over- 
the-top Russian accent, 
plays evil Soviet agent Irina 


Spallco who races Jones to 
the secret of the crystal 
skull. 

Warm, though not loud 
applause broke out as the 
credits rolled at the first 
press screening ahead of a 
glitzy evening red-carpet 
event, and early online re¬ 
views were mostly positive. 

“Nineteen years after 
their last adventure, direc¬ 
tor Steven Spielberg and 
star Harrison Ford have no 
trouble getting back into 
the groove with a story and 
style very much in keeping 
with what has made the se¬ 
ries so perennially popu¬ 
lar,” wrote Todd McCarthy 
of trade publication Variety. 

But Kirk Honeycutt of 
Hollywood Reporter told 
Reuters: “They (the audi¬ 


ence) got a rollercoaster 
that didn’t seem to want to 
stop for nearly two hours 
and they didn’t get much 
story, or character, or wit or 
plot. “We’re all kind of be¬ 
wildered about what they 
thought they were making.” 

Thousands of people 
crowded outside the Grand 
Theatre Lumiere cinema in 
a sun-kissed Cannes to get 


a glimpse of the stars. 

Asked if he, Spielberg 
and Ford planned a fifth 
Indiana Jones movie, 
George Lucas, who con¬ 
ceived the film, replied: 
“Harrison, Steven and I 
haven’t talked about it. We 
can’t do it unless I can 
come up with a good idea, 
which I haven’t.”

Egoyan's Adoration puts web 'cliche' to test 


W ho said the Web 
was worldwide? 
Not director 

Atom Egoyan, whose new 
film Adoration explores 
just how confining cyber¬ 
space can be when a 
teenager confronts a cul¬ 
ture clash that has dam¬ 
aged him and his family. 

Adoration premiered yes¬ 
terday at the Cannes film 
festival, and following a 
press screening, Egoyan 


challenged the notion that 
the world wide web has fos¬ 
tered a global community. 

“That’s the cliche of the 
Internet, but the reality is 
that it exists in small inter¬ 
est groups,” Egoyan told re¬ 
porters. 

In Adoration, the key 
character is a Toronto 
teenager named Simon 
who confesses to a small 
web chat room containing 
only his friends that his

Middle-Eastern father plant¬ 
ed a bomb in the suitcase of 
his Canadian mother, who 
was pregnant with Simon 


at the time, as she boarded 
a plane to Israel. 

The bomb was discov¬ 
ered, and no one was hurt. 
But Simon’s confession 
touches off a firestorm of 
controversy on the web and 
fuels a wide range of reac¬ 
tions — from sympathy to 
empathy and from love to 
hate. 

But Egoyan does not see 
the response as coming 
from a singular collection 


of people all connected by 
the web, but rather as reac¬ 
tions by different groups of 
web users who have hap¬ 
pened onto a small piece of 
information on the Inter¬ 
net. 

“These are ultimately re¬ 
ally closed communities 
that are responding to each 
other. It’s just drowned out 
by kind of a global noise,” 
Egoyan said.

Wenders 
'Shooting' 
for gold 
at Cannes 


W im Wenders’ 
latest film, the 
thriller Palermo 
Shooting, is generating 
more excitement than 
anything the 62-year-old 
German auteur has made 
since 1999s Buena Vista 
Social Club. 

The story of a photogra¬ 
pher who flees his home¬ 
town in Duesseldorf and 
rediscovers life in the his¬ 
toric Sicilian capital, the 
competition entry stars 
Andreas “Campino” Frege, 
frontman of German rock 
band Die Toten Hosen.

Is 
it finished? 

WENDERS: I finished the 
end credits Monday night 
and had the final version 
delivered Wednesday.

We knew that we were 
going to be late, and that’s 
one of the reasons we are 
at the very end of the festi¬ 
val. When we watched the 
opening of the festival on 
television we were in the 
medium stage of mixing.

Q; Palermo Shooting is the 
first film you’ve shot in 
your hometown of Dues¬ 
seldorf. What brought you 
back? 

WENDERS: Yes, I’ve never 
shot a film in my home¬ 
town, except for shooting 
some Super 8 as a kid. Part¬ 
ly it was my choice of lead 
actor. Campino is from 
Duesseldorf and he is a 
true Duesseldorfer and a 
local hero, because his 
band — the Toten Hosen — 
are the biggest rock band 
in Germany and they are 
from Duesseldorf. I wrote 
the story for Campino...I 
wanted the actor to be 
from Duesseldorf, because 
Duesseldorf is the home of 
all the great contemporary 
photographers in Germany.

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The Strangers in the fright 
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First-time 
director finds 
horror genre

1mm THE EVENTS 
that take place in the hor¬ 
ror thriller The Strangers 
will have audiences fear¬ 
ful, but if you ask 
writer/director Bryan Berti- 
no, it was the behind the 
scenes that most fright¬ 
ened him. 

As a first-time director 
working with a star-stud¬ 
ded cast including Liv 
Tyler and Scott Speedman, 
Bertino, 30, admits that 
during production he was 
often the most inexperi¬ 


enced person in the room. 

“When I sold the script 
initially I never tried to at¬ 
tach myself as the director 
because I had no concept 
of Hollywood,” he says, 
adding he was very grate¬ 
ful when Rogue Pictures 
eventually asked him to di¬ 
rect. 

Set in a secluded vaca¬ 
tion home. The Strangers 
tells the story of a couple 
whose getaway turns into 
a night of terror when 
three masked strangers at¬ 
tack. Loosely inspired by 
Bertino’s penchant for 
true crime novels like Hel- 
ter Skelter, the movie 
largely emphasizes the 
eeriness of arbitrary vio¬ 
lence. “I have always been 
drawn to human sadness 


and fear — both those 
things cut people to the 
core ... and remind (them) 
of the things that matter,” 
he says. 

Using natural lighting 
and warm colours as well 
as not specifying the geo¬ 
graphical location were 
employed to help place au¬ 
dience members inside the 
house, thus heightening 
the fear. 

“I didn’t want people to 
have a safety net,” explains 
the Los Angeles-based 
Bertino. “Emphasizing the 
randomness, emphasizing 
that it could happen to 
anybody is a really crucial 
thing.” 

Another important fac¬ 
tor was adding drama and 
depth to the characters, he 


says. “I wanted people to 
care about (James and Kris¬ 
ten) as if the strangers 
never came to the door.” 

When casting, the goal 
was to get actors fresh to 
the horror genre and what 
appealed to Bertino about 
both Tyler and Speedman 
was their experience yet 


lack of typecasting. “I felt 
like it gave me the plus of 
being able to have some fa¬ 
miliarity while at the same 
time not being so locked 
in that you were amazed 
that they were going in a 
different direction.”

Horne steps up to Stone Angel

S tepping onto a film 
set for the first time 
is difficult for any ac¬ 
tress. 

Stepping on a set to play 
an iconic Canadian liter¬ 
ary character is another 
matter altogether, as Auro¬ 
ra, Ont.,-born actress Chris¬ 
tine Horne discovered 
when she took on the role 
of the young Hagar Currie 
Shipley in the screen adap¬ 
tation of Margaret Lau¬ 
rence’s classic 1964 novel 
The Stone Angel. 

The 26-year-old Horne 
relished the opportunity 
to play the conflicted char¬ 
acter — one noted for her 
frailties and humanness — 
qualities which have come 
to define the novel as a 
whole. 

Taking on the complex 
part was tough, Horne ad¬ 
mits, but sharing a role 
with Oscar-winner Ellen 
Burstyn, who portrays 
Shipley in her twilight 
years, was particularly 
daunting. 

“It was a challenge part¬ 
ly because the material 


was tricky and I was span¬ 
ning quite a few years. 

“I’d never done film be¬ 
fore and I was sharing a 
role with Ellen Burstyn so 
it was a set of challenges 
on every conceivable 
level.” Like so many who 
have been exposed to, and 
come to appreciate, The 
Stone Angel’s thematic un¬ 
dertones, Horne began a 
meditation on her own 
mortality during filming, 
much as the nonagenarian 
Shipley does throughout 
the film in a series of 
flashbacks as she searches 
for emotional closure. 

“The people in my life who 
are (in their 90s like Ship- 
ley) I’ve frozen in time,” 
Horne explains. 

“I’ve had this feeling 


that my grandma’s always 
been my grandma, but 
she’s had an entire life be¬ 
hind her and she has been 
the ages that I have been 
and has gone through the 
things that I’ve gone 
through. 

“It also made me look at 
the decisions that I have or 
have not made, and look 
at the experiences that I 
go through, and think 
about how they’re going to 
add up and how they’re 
going to contribute to the 
person that I am when, 
God willing, I make it to 
90, the person that I’m 
going to be then because 
of the things that I’m 
doing now.”

Haligonian artist 
speaks to her 
musical inspiration

Metro Halifax 

THERE’S A REASON why 
there are so many self- 
help books out there for 
the lovelorn, said 
Christina Martin. 

“Relationships are 
tough,” said the musician, 
who sings about the diffi¬ 
culties associated with 
being in love on her song 
Temporary Hell. It is 
about those times in your 
life where you aren’t quite 
sure what is going on. 

“Maybe it was a day 
where I couldn’t see what 
tomorrow was going to 
bring, and I was just frus¬ 
trated,” said Martin about 
why she penned it. “Some¬ 
times we have a tendency 
to blame stuff that is hap¬ 
pening on other people, 
or our partners, or our 
teammates. 

“When I listen to the 
song, well it is what I 
wanted to say — and that is 
how I want it to sound to 
other people,” she added.

“I write a lot about rela¬ 
tionships, and I have a 
keen interest in them. I 
think it is human nature,” 


said Martin, who is offi¬ 
cially kicking off an 
album tour next week. 

While her tour will 
mostly be a solo affair, her 
CD release show at FRED 
will feature her perform¬ 
ing with a band — Jason 


Voutour, Kinley Dowling, 
Glen Nicholson, Tim Ko- 
hoot and Rose Cousins — 
and a small choir. 

“I don’t think I have 
ever been so pleased with 
a compilation of my 
songs,” said Martin about 


the release, which was 
produced by Dale Murray 
(The Guthries, Hayden). 

She said working with 
Murray was a wonderful 
experience. He helped to 
work out the song 
arrangements, and made 
sure the album came to¬ 
gether sonically. 

“For me, songwriting is 
a form of creation and 
sorting things out,” said 
Martin. “It gives me a 
sense of meaning.”
